characterized in that the nozzles (9,10,1 1) are arranged in groups, and that at least 
channel (18,18', 18") leads to each one of said groups.

characterized in that the spraying head comprises at least one nozzle (9) arranged to spray in a 
direction substantially against the direction of flow of the intake i 



air. 
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8. (currently amended) Ina^Spraying head according to claim 10, 
characterized in that at least some of the nozzles (9,10, 1 1) are arranged to spray in a direction 
substantially in the same direction. 

9. (currently amended) hxa^Spraying head according to claim 10, 
characterized in that the spraying head comprises at least one nozzle (1 0,1 1) arranged to spray 
substantially in the direction of flow of the intake air. 

10. (currently amended) In ^ spraying head for the humidification of intafca a ir nf 
a pi$ton engine, said spraying head comprising a body and channe l s for supplying a snraving 
medium from an inlet to nozzles, the impro v ements characterized in that the spraying head 
(6) is provided with respective chann els fl8.18M8") to the nozzles (9.10.1 n. and a 
g^uttinp/refiulating mechanism is provided in connec t ion with the snraving head (S\ to allow 
the supply of the spraying medium to the channels Q S.18',1 8'"> to he respectively shut 
offfrepulated. tese-ofa thespraying head acc or ding to clainH - being used in the 
humidification of the intake air of a the piston engine.

least one of the nozzles is arranged to spray in a direction differing from a flow of the intake 
air.
